Although its season 
came to an abrupt 
end against Sydney 
Olympic in last 
week’s elimination 
semi-final of the NSL 
Northern Division, St 
George Budapest 
made what must be 
the comeback of 1985.

And fhe 
worries of the supporters were 
put to rest by Arok’s declaration 
that if he was facediby a choice 
between the two — the Saints 
would be put ahead of the Socce- 
roos, underlined by affixing his 
name to a new contract. 

Although it had to wait for the. 
very last round, the climb into the 
top five playoffs was a natural 
outcome of St George Budapest's 
new found vitality. With a squad 
that is recognisably deficient in a 
number of areas, this was a mar- 
vellous climax to the season. 

The arrival of a number of 
imports from Yugoslavia is ax- 
pected to beef Up the squad con- 
siderably in 1986. In the mean- 
time, quiet satisfaction, tinged 
with some disappointment, is the 
deserved lot of the Saints’ suppor- 
ters and officials.

Freedom of movement after a player’s 
contract has expired is one of the aims of 
the players’ association launched in Mel- 
bourne last Thursday. 


Makedonia goalkeeper Richard Wilson, convenor of 
the meeting to launch the association, said: “‘Ideally, 
after a player has met all the conditions of his con- 
tract, he should be free to move when that contract 
expires. 

“It would stop the transfer fee system — and that is 
one of our aims.”’ 

He added: ‘At the moment, players are being used, 
and clubs put every conceivable hurdle in their way 
when they try to find anew club” - 


The meeting, at the Windsor Castle Hotel, was told 
the players’ association would: 


@ protect and improve the conditions and status of 
all players — NSL, State League, amateurs and 
youth; 


e ensure fair treatment of players by clubs; 

® ensure players have legal advice; 

e provide players with representation at appeal 
hearings; 


e help players to transfer by keeping a list of play- 
ers, their positions and history, and making it avail- 
able to clubs. 


A larger meeting of players will be held in October 
or November to officially start the association, so it is 
operational by January next year.

‘Mirko Runje could have made all the differ- 
ence but having said that, it seems to me that if 
we want to be a force next year then we might 
have to sign quite a few new players,” said 
Croatia team manager Frank Burin in the 
aftermath of his team’s NSL swansong for 1985.

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“Most SE at most clubs are only 
interested in winning championships. I’m 
not 160 percent like that. I believe we must 
put the kids in the team, at least two every 
season, to give them experience,” says 
Heidelberg Alexander president Steve Ste- 
fanidis. 

And he also believes that Heidelberg Alexander's first 
team should be made up mainly of Greek players. 

“First of all we are a Greek club. So we should have six or 
seven Greek players in our team, with the cost of the players 
coming from other countries.” 

Stefanidis, while plugging the young stars at Heidelberg, 
strikes a note of caution: “You can’t put all the kids in at 
once but if you give them experience, bit by bit, you will 
have good players in the future and you won't have to pay 
big money to get players from overseas or on the local mar- 
ket” 

The youngsters that Stefanidis holds high hopes for in- 
clude Steve Tasios, John Metaxas, Peter Tsolakis, Nick 
Deligiannis, Pashalis Tzintzis and Chris Ketsakidis. Tzintzis 
is recovering from injury and Ketsakidis was bought from 
Northcote this year. 

“These young players will improve tremendously. They re 
learning every day, and the future of Heidelberg Alexander 
rests in their hands,” says Stefanidis. 

While confident that these youngsters have a bright 
future, Stefanidis also is confident that Brian Garvey’s 
future at the club is rosy. 

“We (the committee) are very, very happy with Brian 
Garvey and the job he is doing. He is not contracted to us 
for next year but if he is willing to stay we are happy to have 
him.” 

That's an early rebuff to annual speculation surrounding 
the coaching job at one National League club at least. 
Garvey, of course, was voted Coach of the Year at last 
year's Victorian press awards. It was his first season with 
Heideiberg Alexander. 

Stefanidis joins the debate concerning the format of the 
National League when he says that if the current format 
isn't changed to a 14-team league for next season, the only 
alternative is for clubs to turn to a system of State Super 
Leagues. 

“Our club is no different to most. We're all losing suppor- 
ters and we have to stop that trend. 

“We call the Northern Division part of a national com- 
petition but it’s not.

derbies in Melbourne on the one day. That's crazy! We must 
have a 14-team league with six teams from Sydney, six 
from Melbourne and two from Adelaide and we must ar- 
range the fixtures so that there never are more than two 
local derbies in Melbourne on the same day. When we have 
four derbies we split the crowd too much. You'll get 1,000 
people watching South Melbourne Hellas, 1,000 watching 
Alexander, 1,000 watching Croatia and 1,000 watching Ju- 
ventus. That's no good. 

“And if we can't have a 14-team league then let's start a 
system of State Super Leagues and include clubs from Mor- 
well, Ballarat and Geelong. If we (Alexander) play a club 
from Geelong at least they'll bring 200 supporters with 
them and that’s a lot better than playing an Adelaide or 
Brisbane club. 


“And if we play in a State Super League then we can 
immediately put $30,000 back into our pockets, because 
there’s no way that we'd have to pay that much in affiliation 
fees like we have to now.” 


Stefanidis owns Colossus Oil, the major sponsor of Hei- 
delberg Alexander. His company started its major sponsor- 
ship half way through tast season and by the end of this 
season the coffers of Heidelberg Alexander will be $20,000 
fuller. 


Stefanidis was born in Greece and came to Australia in 
1968. He’s married with two daughters who are as fanat- 
ical about Heidelberg Alexander on match day as their dad. 
Through a friend, Stefanidis was introduced to the club as a 
spectator back in 1970 and in 1979 he joined the com- 
mittee. When Sam Goulopoulos ended a three and a half 
year term as president earlier this year Stefanidis was elect- 
ed, on a 7-6 vote, as the new president, defeating Spiro 
Rombotis, the other presidential candidate. Rombotis how- 
ever, still contributes his expertise to the club as a com- 
mittesman. The committee comprises: 

Stefanidis president; Peter Tsaklis, vice president; Lou 
loannides, team manager; Chris Dzanovski, secretary; Nick 
Kalamanidis, ground manager; Rombotis, Nick Avramopou- 
los, Steve Kyrou and Nick Katsakis. 

While running the club on a sound footing is Stefanidis’s 
main aim (‘I'm carrying on the policies of Mr Goulopoulos,” 
he says), and, as already stated, winning championships 
isn’t the only thing which occupies his mind, he thinks that 
Heidelberg Alexander will be far better placed next year to 
make a championship bid. His reasoning is that the young 
stars at the club will have matured. 

“We'll be about 50 percent better off as a team next year. 
I'm sure of it. I've got a lot of faith in the established players 
and just as much faith in our youngsters.”
